Your Spanish cut coin is new to me. 
At first, I thought it might be Sierra Leone, on 
account of the similarity of the counter stamp. 
But looking up the history, I find that cut money 
was abolished by 1858. I consider the counter 
stamp legitimate, but have absolutely no idea where 
it was used.
